Unor.af irmed reports received of presence 
of armed Soviet Army patrols at all autobahn bridges on 11 May 
and EGA guards along Highway N<> 5 early 12 May. EGA and Karepf- 
gruppen units reportedly o'>.-.brv«d using autobahn night of 11-12 May. 
Control activity along autobahn returned to normal later on 12 May. 
Leaves for majority of East German Security Polico reported canceled 
effective 11 May and border controls allegedly were to be tightened. 
Purpose cf these measures appears to be increased readiness to 
prevent exodus of East Germans to FRG. 
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There are no rpt no reliable indications of a turnover 
of access controls to GDR or of Soviet-GDR intentions to blockade 
access to West Berlin in the near future. Jt is estimated the 
Soviets will not rpt not turn over access controls to GDR so 
long as Fonmin negotiations appear promising fro* Soviet point 
of view and a future Summit meeting remains In prospect. However, 
they nay play up the threat of such action at any tine should 
they desire to exert pressure during negotiations. Theyhave 
the capability to transfer controls physically, with little or 
no warning.
